Ko- 
rean. Korai period. 

Cloisonne Enamel Vase. 

Wan Li period of the Ming dynasty.

Bronze. Decorated with incised floral 
design and texts from the Koran in 
Kufic characters. Shah Abbas period 
XVI Century.

Ovoid form, with a rich glaze of cream 
color, with delicate crackle. Sung 
dynasty. 

Saucer Plate. 

Fine semi-eggshell porcelain decorated 
with two five-clawed dragons contend- 
ing for the precious jewel. Wan Li 
period. Ming dynasty. 

Writer's Flower Vase. 

Ovoid form ; pure white glaze on egg- 
shell porcelain, with decoration, carved 
in the paste. Late K'ang-hsi period. 

Flower Vase. 

Bulb form, of hard porcelaneous paste, 
covered with an amber yellow, giant 
crackle, glaze. 

Incense Burner. 

Buff porcelaneous paste with apple 
green glaze. Ming dynasty.
